Consider the fate of a man condemned to 
spend all his life like the week Ntween 
Christmas and New Year's, with a glass In 
his hand. 

No. we are not strong enough, robust and 
hungry enough to stand it The only thing 
that keeps ua going la compulsion, the neces¬ 
sity of doing something every day at a cer¬ 
tain time and no other. If we had the right 
to do as we pleased all the time we would 
never do anything, and, what Is more Im¬ 
portant we would be quite miserable.

British, Nazis; 

Do Not Compare 

"Propaganda released Inside 
the British Empire by certain 
forces, stating that the British 
government has been Inconsider¬ 
ate In the handling of Its subjects, 
la entirely false, and hasn’t the 
slightest comparison to the cruel 
and tyrannical government of 
central Europe,’’ said Dean 
Spencer R Elliott to member! of 
the Rotary Club and aldermen 
of tht city of Victoria, at the 
Rotary Club luncheon yesterday. 

"True, our statesmen have 
sometimes blundered, causing 
differences which. In many cases 
have been difficult to remedy, 
but the purpose of the British 
government has been always to 
help fellow men, not to suppress 
them." — 

Dean ElUott spoke of the dif¬ 
ferences that have arisen between 
the’ English and the Irish and 
people of South Africa, and 
stated that the way In which the 
British government handled these 
situations. Ironing out many 
problems, has been of the noblest 
ideology. * 

"In India the situation has, 
been entirely different. The 1 
habits and religious creeds of the 
Hindus are Inherent and they 
cannot be changed except by 
time. The situation has called for 
the most delicate diplomatic re- 
lationa between the British gov 
eminent and the people o! India, 
and the Idea of comparing the 
stand of the British government 
In India and the actions of the 
German government In Its con¬ 
quest of Czechoslovakia la absurd. 
It la not true that the British In 
India act like Nazi tyrants; they 
are trying to help a people who 
are unable to govern themselves," 
the dean said. 

"The alums of England, which 
are being destroyed, were not 
pleasant—but they were much 
better than a German concentra¬ 
tion camp, where the lash and 
the bullet were not spared." 

The speaker then told of many 
of the alums In various parts of 
England, which be had visited or 
worked In. and said that these 
tenements were being destroyed 
and new housing projects started, 
as that the people would be able 
to live comfortably under sani¬ 
tary conditions. Hundreds of 
new houses were being built In 
the replacing of these alum dis- 
trtots. 

"People should not criticize the 
actions of the British g v e r nm e n t 
and compare It with the cruel 
tyranny of the Nazi government 
The purpose of the British gov¬ 
ernment has been good In every 
rase where fair treatment and 
Just decisions have been neces- 
•ary." 

Herbert Anacomb, M.P.P.. 
thanked the speaker on behalf of 
the Rotary Club for the Interest¬ 
ing address. 

Alderman Lloyd Morgan, 
speaking for Mayor Andrew Me 
j Gavin, who was unable lo attend 
because of business, spoke briefly, 
showing the Increase In revenue 
and the decrease in tax rates dur¬ 
ing the past few years.

RUSSIA TO TRADE 
WITH BULGARIA 

MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet Ruasl* 
was reported today to have con¬ 
cluded a commercial treaty with 
Bulgaria, opening a largely un 
developed grade field, while 
alnffar negotiations were begun 
with Japan and continued with 
Germany. 

Bulgarian sources said the pact, 
which might be signed today, 
dealt principally with a Black Sea 
shipping accord, and that politi¬ 
cal questions were not Involved. 

(There, had been rumors In 
Sofia that Russia might maua 
military demands In connection 
with the treaty. Commercial re¬ 
lations between the two countries 
have been almost nonexistent 
Figures for 1938 show that 
Russia bought less than 8200 
worth of Bulgarian merchandise. 

(Bulgarian looked for the 
treaty to spread her present con¬ 
centration on the German mar 
ket and to increase Black Sea 

. A Japanese delegation which 
arrived In Moscow yesterday 
w-as expected to conduct lengthy 
trade negotiations. 

Tass, Soviet News Agency, said 
that Constantin Smetanln, Rus¬ 
sian ambassador In Tokyo, re¬ 
ceived last night • cheque for 
5,809,565 yen (8L385J47) as 
Manchoukuo’s final payment for 
the former Chinese Eastern Rail¬ 
way. 

Japan acted as Intermediary in 
1935 when Rusal* sold her share 
In the 1.000-mile line to Manehou- 
kuo. Final payment had been 
withheld pending settlement of 
other issue* but was agreed upon 


when Japan obtained a one-year 
extension of fishing right! In 
Ruasla’s far eastern waters last 
December 31. Japan previously 
had said she would not Interfere 
with Manchoukuo’a stand on th* 
rail question.
